Cleveland. O., March 5.—Death In 
one of its most terrible forms claimed 
between 160 and 175 school children 
of the North Collinwood school, in the 
village of Collinwood, an eastern sub­ 
urb, wiien the school building, catching 
fire from a defective furnace in the 
basement, was gutted in the space of 
half an hour. 
The building being inadeq uately pro­ 
tected by fire escapes, the children 
were unable to make their wav to the 
lower floors in time to escape the 
flames as they shot up from the base­ 
ment and cut off egress. 
Startin g in 
the basement from the overheated fur­ 
nace, the fire gained tremendous head­ 
way before its presence was noted. 
The fire drill was inaugurated at once, 
and those in the rooms on the lower 
floors q uickly moved out of the build­ 
ing; but when the panic stricken little 
one* in the upper rooms attempted to 
make their way to the stairway , the 
jam of uncontrolled and fear-stricken 
children grew* until but few were able 
to extricate themselves, and they per­ 
ished almost within reach of safety . 
Various and unconfirmed statemen ts 
are made as to the cause of the fire, 
and also that the doors of the build­ 
ing had been locked at the front en­ 
trance, w hile but one door of the rear 
en try was unfastened. 
The janitor, 
Fritz Herter, himself bereaved of three 
children, say * the doors were open, 
according to custom. 
At any rate the 
congestion of fleeing children in the 
hallway below' effectually barred the 
way , and the little ones went to their 
deaths totally 
unable 
to evade 
the 
flames. 
Within three hours after the start 
of the fire, it had burned itself out, 
and the work of recovering the bodies 
proceeded. 
The village fire depart­ 
ment had only two engines, and nei­ 
ther, upon arrival after the alarm was 
given, was at all effective in stemming 
the flames. 
The school was a two-story and attic 
brick building, constructed about six 
y ears ago. 
It was over-crowded with 
pupils and it was found necessary to 
utilize the attic for those of the ages 
between six and eight. 
Nearly all the 
children were killed In the mass at 
the first floor door, which finally w'as 
opened by men from the Lake Shore 
railway shops, who hurried to the 
scene. 
A wall of flame bad formed 
across it, and most of the children al­ 
ready w'ere dead by the time the doors 
were swung open. 
Approximately 300 
children atten ded the school, which 
had nine rooms. 
Jan itor Herter could remember little 
of what happened after the fire start­ 
ed. 
“I was sweeping in the base­ 
ment,” he said, “when I looked up and 
saw a wisp of smoke curling from be­ 
neath the front stariway . 
I ran to the 
fire alarm and pulled the gong that 
sounded throughout the building. Then 
I ran first to the front and then to the 
rear doors. 
I cannot remember what 
happened next, except that I saw the 
flames shooting all about and the chil­ 
dren 
running 
dowm 
through 
them, 
screaming. 
Some fell at the rear en­ 
tran ce and others stumbled over them. 
I saw' my little Helen among them. 
I 
tried to pull her out, but the flames 
drove men back. 
I had to leave my 
little child to die.” 
Herter was badly 
burned about the head. 
Miss Catherine Weiler, one of the 
nine teachers in the school, lost her 
life In a vain effort to marshal the pu­ 
pils of her class and lead them to safe­ 
ty . 
She died in the crush at the rear 
door. 
Her room was on the second 
floor and when the fire alarm sounded 
•he marched her pupils out into the 
hall, thinking it was only a fire drill. 
There the truth dawned upon both 
teachers and pupils and control was 
lost. 
The children in their fren iy 
plunged 
Into 
the 
struggling m ass 
ahead of them. 
Miss Weiler attempt­ 
ed t 6 stem the rush, but went down 
under It and her body was found an 
hour later piled high with those of her 
pupils. 
Miss Weiler formerly lived in 
Detroit and was educated in Toledo. 
Miss Fi*k, an other teacher, was taken 
out alive, but she cannot live. 
Burning 
hrough the cross-supports 
of the first floor, the flames passed 
upward until all three floors crashed 
into a smoldering pile in the base­ 
ment. 
After the Are had practically 
burned itself out the work of rescuing 
the bodies was begun by firemen and 


railroad 
employ es 
from 
the 
Lake 
Ghore shops. 
The railroad company 
turned over one of its buildings near 
by to be used as a temporary morgue, 
and thither the charred and broken 
little bodies w’ere removed as fast as 
they could be dug 
from the ruins. 
Within five hours practically all had 
been recovered. 
They were placed in 
rows in the Lake Shore shop. 
Identi­ 
fications were made only by means of 
clothing cr trinkets. 
The fire had 
swept away nearly ail resemblance to 
human features in the majority of in­ 
stances. 
Distracted paren ts soon be­ 
gan to gather and the work of identifi­ 
cation of the blackened *and mangled 
bodies began. 
The grew some task of taking out 
the blackened tcrsos and bits of hu­ 
man remains was one of horror. 
A 
line of rescuers was formed, backed 
by half a dozen ambulances. 
As the 
bodies were untangled from the debris 
they were passed along to the stretch­ 
ers and thence loaded in the ambu- 
dances 
Mercifully covered with blan ­ 
kets, the pitiful sights w^ere veiled 
from the crowd of curious that stretch­ 
ed about the en tran ce to the structure. 
As fast as a load was obtained it was 
driven aw*ay to the improvised morgue, 
to be succeeded by an other within a 
short time. 
The sights of the human charnel- 
house caused the men delving into the 
mass of burned flesh to hesitate, but 
the work had to be done and done 
q uickly , so their feelings had to be 
smothered for the time being as they 
tenderly handled all that was mortal 
of the 1fttie tots. 
At the temporary morgue in the 
Lake Shore shop the scenes became 
fourfold in the intensity of human 
suffering as fathers, mothers, brothers 
and sisters passed up and down the 
lines formed of 160 corpses. To facili­ 
tate 
identification 
the 
bodies 
were 
numbered as they w'ere received at 
the morgue. 
The first identification 
was made by the mother of Nels and 
Tommy Thompson, aged six and nine 
y ears respectively . 
The heads and 
arms had been burned from both bod­ 
ies. but the mother recognized the 
shoes on their feet. 
And so the dis­ 
hearten in g work went on, accentuated 
now and then by a piercing shriek or 
plaintive moan as a loved one was rec­ 
ognized by clothing or token, such as 
ring or necklace.

Cleveland, O., March 5.—-Miss Ethel 
Hose, a teacher on the first floor of 
the Collinwood school building, whose 
pupils were the youngest in the school, 
m anaged to get all but three of her 
charges out of the building in safety 
when the flames swept the building. 
Two of the smaller she carried In her 
arm s. Miss Anna Moran, the principal 
of the school, and two of the teachers, 
Miss Gollmar and Miss Rowley, es­ 
caped by one of the window's in the 
rear. 
They remained with the panic- 
stricken children until they could do 
no more for them, and then sought 
their own safety. 
Miss Laura Bodey, the only teacher 
on the third floor, formed her pupils 
1n line and marched them down to the 
second floor where, finding the flames 
rushing up the stairway, she turned 
them around and hurried them back 
again to the third floor. 
She here 
broke a window with a chair and, get­ 
ting onto the platform of the fire- 
escape, lifted out her pupils one by 
one and sent them down. 
Four or 
five children who broke from the line 
she she had formed and ran dowrn the 
stairw ay, were killed. 
One of the heroines of the catastro­ 
phe was little Marie Wilman of 5ÎJ27 
Lake street. 
She ran through the 
smoke-filled 
halls 
and 
grasped 
her 
little brother, whom she managed to 
drag from the room and take out 
through a window, both of them being 
nearly strangled with smoke. 
Miss Golniar said: 
“It was awful. 
I can see the w'ee things in my room 
holding out their tiny arms and crying 
to me to help them. 
Their voices are 
ringing in my ears yet, and I shall 
never forget them. 
When the alarm 
gong rang I started the pupils to 
m arching from the building. When we 
started down the front stairs we were 
met by a solid wall of flame and clouds 
of dense smoke. 
We retreated, and 
when we turned the children became 
panic stricken and I could not do any­ 
thing 
with 
them. 
They 
became 
Jammed in the narrow' stairway, and I 
knew' that the only thing for me to do 
w's* to get around to the rear door if 
possible and help those who were near 
the entrance. 
When I got there after 
climbing out of a window I found the 
children so crowded In the narrow 
passageway that I could not pull even 
one of them out. Those behind pushed 
forward, and as I stood there the little 
ones piled up on one another. 
Those 
who could, stretched out their arms to 
me and cried for me to help them. 
I 
tried with all my might to pull them 
out and stayed there until the flames 
drove me away." 
Another teacher. Miss Pearl Lynn, 
narrow ly escaped death. 
Se was c ar­ 
ried tow'ard the rear entrance by the 
rush of the panic-stricken pupils and 
fell at the bottom of the stairs with 
numbers of the children on top 
of 
her. 
She lay there unable to rise be­ 
cause of the weight of the bodies upon 
her. 
She was dragged from the mass 
of dead children just In time to save 
her ow'n life. 
Among those who sought vainly 
through the morgue for their children 
was Mrs. John Phillis of Polar street, 
whose fifteen-year-old daughter w'as 
among the dead. 
Her attention was 
called to the fire by her four-year-old 
son, who called her to come to the 
window and “see the children playing 
on the fire-escape." 
Mrs. Phillis ran 
to the schoolhouse and 
found her 
daughter 
among 
those 
penned 
In 
around the front door. 
She took hold 
of her hands, but could not pull her 
out. 
"I reached in and stroked her hair," 
said Mrs. Phillis, “trying to keep the 
fire from burning her hair. 
I stayed 
there and pulled at her and tried to 
keep the fire away from her till a 
heavy piece of glass fell on me, cut­ 
ting my hand nearly off. 
Then I fell 
back and my girl died before my 
face." 
One of the scenes of supreme horror 
tha t attended the fire occurred at the 
rear dor of the building before the fire­ 
men arrived. 
This door, like the one 
in front, opened inward, and it was 
locked. 
The children were piled up 
high against it and when it finally was 
broken down by their weight and be­ 
cause of the fire that had partly burn­ 
ed and weakened it, the women who 
had gathered on the outside saw be­ 
fore them a mass of white faces and 
struggling bodies. 
The flames swept 
over the aisle while the women stood 
helpless, unable to lift a hand to aid 
the children. 
Many of the women 
were unable to withstand the sight 
and dropped fainting to the ground. 
The fire departm ent was late in 
reaching the building and when it 
cam e the apparatus was inadequate 
and the men were volunteers, there be­ 
ing no paid fire departm ent in the sub-

For the purpose of fulfilling his moth­ 
er’s last and greatest wish Marshall 
Hopk ins Gould, son of tbe late Mrs. 
Elizabeth Angell W est Gould of 8 .2 
M assachusetts aveuue, Cambridge, ami 
great great graudsou of Admiral Esek 
Hopk ins, the first commander of the 
American navy, is m ak ing preparations 
to turn over to the city of Providence, 
R. I., the famous historic Hopk ins 
mansion, 165 years old, as a monument 
to the memory of Mrs. Gould. 
The ancient landmark , built by the 
admiral as a perm anent home lu 1755, 
Is undergoing a rehabilitation In the 
shape of a new dress of paiut, both 
within and without, and the restoration 
of Its rooms to their original ap p ear­ 
ance so far as possible. 
W hen that task has becu completed 
and a quantity of antique furniture, 
most of it handed dow*n directly from 
! the family of the adm iral, which Is to­ 
day in storage at Cambridge, shall have 
been installed in the mansion It w ill j 
be ready to be placed at the disposal 
of the city for park purposes. 
To that end Mrs. Gould had tout'd 
unrem ittingly, often sjvendiug entire 
week s in the old homestead. 
On Dec. 
16 while actively engaged in work at 
the house which w*ould aid In fitting it 
up ready for occupancy by the city 
she was strick en w ith apoplexy and 
died before nightfall. 
H er son had 
been hastily 
summoned from Cam­ 
bridge and was by her side. 
Almost her last act in connection 
w ith her intention to give the house 
and the land upon which it stands to 
the city was to hand to Alderman John 
C. Dunn of the Third w ard a formal 
agreem ent w hich she had caused to be 
draw n up and signed by herself In the 
presence of her son, who was fully in 
sym p athy with his m other s purposes. 
T hat agreem ent is now in the I Hisses 
Bion of the aldermen. 
T hat the city will p urchase the ad­ 
joining two and one half acres of land 
on the Church lot is a certainty. 
Al­ 
derm an Dunn and William K. Reyn­ 
olds have tak en an active interest In 
the plans of Mrs. Gould and will see 
the p roject through. 
The 
Hopk ins J 
hom estead and the land upon which 
it stands, com prising two and one-half 
acres, 
are 
valued at approxim ately 
$20,OOO. 
The adjoining p roperty can 
be bought for $10,000. 
W hen the furnishing of the house 
has beni com pie tis I to Mr. Gould’s sa t­ 
isfaction in accordance with his m oth­ 
er’s 
expressed desires 
the 
intrinsic 
worth of the prop erty will be greatly 
enhanced, while as a historical relic its 
value can hardly I** measured. 
The house is a large structure of co­ 
lonial design and commodious rooms. 
It has withstood the w*ear and tear of 
occupants and the effects of wen tiler 
and clim ate wonderfully, most of its 
heavy ti rn tiers being as sound to the 
iM'srt as the day the adm iral saw them 
raised to form the fram ework of his 
homestead. 
Standing on an em inence 
overlook ing the city, w ith Its northern 
portion In tile im m ediate foreground, it 
occupies one of the p icturesque spots 
of Providence. 
In her effort to restore tile old CV- 
lonial a#i>eet to the place Mrs. Gould 
has transform ed the various rooms of 
the stanch old hom estead into veritable ; 
m useums of antiquity and Hopk ins 
fam ily relics. 
Bo successful has l>een 
her quest for furniture and bric-a-brac 
of a character to restore the ancient ap­ 
pearance of the house’s interior that a 
visit to the place im p arts the sensation 
of stepping a century back w ard and 
becoming p art and parcel of the fa ­ 
mous adm iral’s time. 
It needs but a slight stretch of the 
im agination to bring America’s first 
naval com m ander to life and place him 
In the m am m oth chair beside tbe fire­ 
place or at a table littered with maps, 
charts and designs of ships In his 
cham ber on the second floor, there to 
work out problem s of defense and of- j 
fease with his m iniature fleet. 
So completely has been preserved 
the furniture of the Revolutionary pe­ 
riod and the subdued, tim e worn color­ 
ings of the interior decorations m ain­ 
tained that the Illusion is hardly dis­ 
pelled by the rum ble of the tw entieth 
century trolley along the highway w ith­ 
in a few rods of the door or the shriek 
of the locomotive’s w histle as the Bay 
State lim ited express enters the rail­ 
road yard a t the foot of I diaries street. 
The k itchen of the dwelling has been 
restored to w hat It w as In the adm iral s 
time. 
The old fireplace, the heart of 
the mansion, bas been replaced proha 
bly exactly as It was IOO years ago, 
even to the rough laying of the brick s 
In the fireplace Itself and the generous 
hearthstones, which extend over nearly 
a third of the floor space of the room. 
W hile not as large as some In houses 
of an earlier period* the fireplace is 
am p le and capable of tak ing in a good 
sized log. 
Tbe fittings with which it 
w as equipped are identical with the 
period of the house’s construction and 
are relics of the Hopk ins fam ily pos­ 
sessions. 
The crane, k ettles and and­ 
irons are of the type made for use and 
not for show. 
To add still fu rther to the original 
ap p earance of the k itchen, its furni­ 
ture includes a sp inning w heel, a linen 


wheel*and a**bobbin winder of the old 
tim e textile layout. 
The walls are 
adorned with a cup railing, from which 
hang specimens of old china, while 
stuffed birds and other bric-a-brac held 
in high esteem a century ago are in ex 
idenee about tbe room. 
Tbe k itchen’s crow ning glory among 
its articles of furniture, however, is 
the bear’s claw mahogany table with 
its rich polished surface and solid, sub­ 
stantial construction. 
It is no task at 
all to believe that generations of the 
Hopk ins fam ily sat around this board 
and fell to lustily after the bead of 
the household had said that long and 
som ew hat wearisome grace offered in 
colonial days. 
The donor of this substantial his 
torieal m onument to the city was born 
in Providence, the daughter of George 
and Sophia Hawes W est. 
In early life 
she moved to Taunton with her par 
ents, where she lived until she was 
twenty. 
At that age she m arried Fred­ 
erick Gould of Bostou, who has had a 
notable career as a member of the 
H arvard faculty. 
Mrs, Gould inherited the Hopk ins 
mansion from her greatau nt, Eliza- j 
beth 
Angell, 
after 
whom 
she 
was 
named. 
Mrs. Gould was active in the 
Rhode Island chap ter of the Colonial 
Dames, the Society of the Descendants 
of the Mayflower and the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. 
It was 
her desire that she lie buried near the 
Hopk ins Park monument, where her 
m other aud sister lie.

The state is 
seek ing to annul the charter of the 
two big hotel companies on the ground 
that they violated their rights by per­ 
mitting and encouraging gambling on 
their premises. The lower court ruled 
In favor of the defendant companies, 
but the appellate court reversed its 
decision. 
The defendant companies 
then ask ed for a rehearing of ths case 
in the lower court. The attorneys for 
the defendants assert that if it is 
shown that the properties were suc­ 
cessfully operated for the purpose for 
which they were Incorporated, the 
state would not be entitled to revok e 
their charter because they permitted 
gambling on their premises.

tion is tak en to this claim by Attorney 
General Bingham.

Court Takes Over Chicago-New York 


Electric Air Line Company. 
Laporte, Ind., 
March 
5.— Judge C. 
Richter in the 
circuit court, on 
appli­ 
cation of stock holders 
representing 
2,000 shares of the stock of the Chi­ 
cago-New York Electric Air Line com­ 
pany, last evening appointed George 
F. Mull of Indianapolis receiver for 
the company for the 
Co-Operative Con­ 
struction company and for the Goshen, 
South 
Bend & Chicago Railway com­ 
pany. 
The 
Western Securities com­ 
pany, the Gary 
& Interurban company 
and the Hancock company also are 
made defendants. 
The receiver im­ 
mediately filed a $50.000 bond. 
The Air Line company is capitalized 
at $5,000,000. 
Alexander C. Miller of 
Aurora, 111., is the president of the con­ 
cern. 
According to ah announcement 
of the company, it is proposed to short­ 
en the distance between Chicago and 
New' York to 
750 miles and to cut 
dowm the running time between these 
points to ten hours. 
The line has been 
graded between Chicago 
and La porte, 
and the rails have been laid over 
several miles of the 
distance. 
The 
company was financed through an 
agency organized 
for the purpose, 
which has branches in practically 
ev­ 
ery large city in the country. 
The complaint charges 
President 
Miller and others 
with various unlaw­ 
ful acts, including misuse of tin» mails, 
participation in secret 
rebates and 
sale of stock , 
with giving enormous 
salaries, etc. 
Assets of the company 
are said to be less than half a million 
dollars. 


Crusade Organized !n Texas to E ra d i­ 
cate Pest T h a t Poisons Trees. 
The alarming destruction of Texas 
trees through the 
agency of the poison­ 
ous mistletoe has induced 
M. B. Da­ 
vis, secretary of the 
Texas Audubon 
society, 
to sound a 
warning to 
those 
Interested in trees to destroy 
the mis­ 
tletoe before it in turn denudes the 
state of its forests. 
“Every municipality in Texas 
Is af­ 
flicted with the |>est, an 1 ii has been 
stated by an a nth >rity that the life 
of 
a tree when thoroughly 
in >eulat *d with 
mistletoe p >Mon will terminate 
in about 
seven year» /* said Mr. Davis to the 
Waco correspondent 
of the Fort Worth 
Record. “It Is carried from one tree to 
another 
by certain birds feeding on 
the berries, and wherever it finds lodg­ 
ment on trees susceptible to Its deadly 
parasitic growth 
Its blight proves fa­ 
tal in time unless heroic treatment 
Is 
applied. 
At this seas » u, while the ever­ 
green parasite Is clearly discernible up­ 
on the bare boughs, 
the w ork should 
be 
done. 
“The Texas mistletoe (Phoradendron 
flavescensi differs materially from its 
k indred parasite evergreen of Europe 
(VIscum album), held in veneration by 
the Druids, which 
is k ept in check in 
the old world, but cultivated to 
some 
extent for winter decoration. 
The va­ 
riety in the cotton states is far more 
pernicious and must 
be wholly exter­ 
minated or the trees will all perish 
from its baleful blight 
Any one may 
observe from car windows that entire 
forests are l>elng k illed by mistletoe. 
“It is a beautiful but horrible para­ 
site and can be destroyed finally only 
by cutting off the entire bough on 
which fts growth appears. 
The hack - 
berry, which is popular in the cit es as 
a shade tree, is one of the favorites 
of this poisonous parasite, and 
In 
nearly every city in this state (Texas) 
where hack berry trees have been plant­ 
ed about 25 per cent of them have al­ 
ready died from mistletoe poison.“
